Electrical^ charges burning holes in 
canines^ skin 
FDA recalls battery powered, anti-bark dog collars 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration today announced a nationwide recall of 
about 3,000 battery-powered pet collars that shock dogs 
with 1,800 volts to keep them from barking. 
The FDA said electrical charges from the collars have 
burned holes in the skin of some dogs and could bum chil­ 
dren if they are playing with their pets when the collars 
are activated. 
The “Sound-Off Bark Restrainer and Training Collars” 
were sold nationwide through pet stores and by mail 
order, the FDA said. 
Each collar is equipped with a rectangular box contain­ 
ing a six-volt battery, two exposed electrodes and a small 


microphone. The 1,800-volt charge is released when the 
microphone picks up the sound of the dog barking. 
Testing at FDA laboratories at Beltsville, Md., and 
Winchester. Mass., found that the electrical charge also 
could be activated by the sound of human voices, an 
automobile horn or the barking of other dogs nearby. 
The FDA said it was alerted to the problem by a con­ 
sumer who complained that his dog had been burned on 
the neck while wearing a Sound-Off collar. 
The collars were manufactured by Hal O. Knutson of 
Chatsworth, Calif., the FDA said. 
The agency said Knutson, under threat of court action, 
sent voluntary recall letters to distributors and 


wholesalers and to about 150 known purchasers of the 
collars. 
Knutson, reached by telephone at his home, refused 
comment. He referred a reporter to his attorney, but 
refused to disclose the attorney’s name 
The FDA said it based its regulatory action on Section 
201 (h) of the Food. Drug and Cosmetic Act which defines 
devices under its jurisdiction as “instruments, apparatus 
and contrivances, including their components, parts and 
accessories, intended ... to affect the structure of any 
function of the body of man or other animals.” 
Barking is a normal function of dogs, the FDA said, and 


any device intended to alter that function through psy­ 
chological conditioning is subject to FDA regulation if in­ 
troduced in interstate commerce. 
The federal laboratories said dogs tested with the 
collars reacted with apprehension and retreat, but their 
behavior returned to normal when the collars were 
removed. 
Two out of three dogs exhibited bums directly at­ 
tributable to the collar after wearing it four hours a day 
for four days, the FDA laboratories said. 
They said the third dog exhibited lesions, but they may 
riot have been directly attributable to the collar.

Voters in Claremont handed a 
stunning defeat to the majority of 
their school board Tuesday, voting to 
recall three trustees who wanted to 
close the Sycamore School 
In an election that saw a 54 per 
cent turnout — believed to be a 
record here for a special election — 
the voters rem oved William 
Anderson, Beverly Shacklett and 
Ernest Taylor from the Claremont 
School board and elected Robert 
Stafford, Maralyn Tipping and 
Joseph Hough to their places. 
The vote appeared to be a mandate 
from the majority of the voters to 
keep the Sycamore School in central 
Claremont open. 
Hough said “I certainly considered 
my election a mandate to re­ 
examine the decision to close that 
school.” Stafford and Mrs. Tipping 
also had considered that decision the 
central issue of their campaigns, 
The three new board members, 
supported by the Claremont Commit­ 
tee for Recall, will be sworn into of­ 
fice at the next meeting of the board 
next week 
It was a bitterly contested election 
and the results were not decided un­ 
til the last votes were counted When 
it was over, observers pointed out 
that an extremely heavy 89 per cent 
return at the Sycamore School and 
an equally strongly recall-minded 
college bloc that turned the tide 
A total of 8,634 voters went to the 
polls out of a registration of 15,917 
persons.

per cent); Shacklett, yes, 4,460, no,

An an ti-recall co m m ittee's 
weekend campaign staved off the 
recall through most of the counting 
Tuesday night. 
Because of the difficulty in handl­ 
ing 18Mi by 20-inch ballots and 9M 
voters casting their ballots at a 
single precint — Sycamore — the 
election board there did not get its 
ballots to the district center until 
3:43 a.m. today. 
Up to that point, the recall was 
failing by between 170 and 250 votes. 
Sycamore voters, reinforced by 
the vote from the retirement com­ 
m unity, shifted the election 
overwhelmingly in favor of the 
recallers. At Sycamore, voters 
favored recall of Anderson 801-93, 
Shacklett 794-88, and Taylor 794-87, 


The picture appeared different 
about 1:10 a.m. when the no vote on 
recall enjoyed a 900*vote margin 
But college students voting at the 
Claremont Library cut that lead by 
nearly 500 votes 
Even before the Sycamore vote 
came in, Anderson predicted that be 
would be recalled by 500 votes 
“The major difference in this 
recall election has been the college 
student vote," Anderson said 
“Those students have no status in 
this community They don't have 
children, and don t pay taxes 
Anderson contended that the recall 
committee put on a verier registra­ 
tion drive about two weeks before 
the deadline at the Claremont 
Colleges. 
“It was all legal,” he said 
As of 2:17 a.m., Sycamore still had 
140 ballots to count.

PB Staff Writers 
Chino community leaders reacted 
with “extreme shock” and anger 
Tuesday to the slayings of two 
church leaders who were gunned 
down while patrolling outside Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Catholic Church 
Police, meanwhile, were still 
searching for suspects in the deaths 
of Manuela Cortex, 29, and Ignacio 
“Bobby Padilla, 43, who were killed 
Monday by bullets tired from across 
the street from the church 
Chino Mayor Boh McLeod dec­ 
lared a period of mourning for the 
slain leaden and said city flags 
would be flown at hailmast during 
die funeral masses for Mrs Cortex 
and Padilla Mass for Mrs Cortex 
will be celebrated Friday at 9 a.m at 
the church 
Mr. Padilla, father of six children, 
was a maintenance worker for the 
City of Chino. 
Relative» were flying from the East 
to attend mass for Mr Padilla with 
arrangement* pending 


A reward mm being offered by the 


church’s parish council for infor­ 
mation leading to the arrest and 
conviction of persons responsible for 
the killings. 
The Rev Robert Erickson of St. 
Margaret Mary Catholic Church in 
Chino announced his parish has com­ 
mitted $1,000 to the reward fund and 
Chino Champion Publisher Al Mc­ 
Combs personally offered $500 
McLeod told a shocked parish 
council meeting Tuesday that he had 
lost a 
personal friend in Padilla. 
He asked the council to consider 
accepting help from other nearby 
Catholic parishes in protecting the 
church 
The victims had been petrolling 
the church in an anti-vandalism cam­ 
paign Local youths have been be­ 
lieved responsible for defacing 
church property and other damage m 
recent months 
The parish council voted Tuesday 
to continue the patrols at the church 
at Fourth and D streets, despite the 
killings They termed the move an 
“aggressive” stand against viol­ 
ence. 
Council members also said they 
would hack the police 190 per cent in 


doing "whatever they deem neces­ 
sary to handle the problem 
McLeod, who excused himself 
from the City Council meeting to join 
the parishioners at their session, 
said he reacted with “extreme 
shock, anger and total concern for 
the community ” 
The victims who lost their lives 
were “ totally dedicated to the 
church and community,” McLeod 
said he would attend masses for the 
slain church leaders 
“And we will dedicate ourselves to 
correcting the error done last night 
(Monday i.” 
The parish council, which includes 
many members of the Chino Com 
munity Action Council, took a hard 
stand against the violence. “We re 
not going to he dictated to by a bunch 
of hard-core criminals.” said one 
council member “If we can’t solve 
the problem right at our church, we 
might as well forget It ” 
Another church member was 
worried, however, about starting a 
war with our youth. 
Martin Salgado, president of the 
pariah council, said “We’ve dis­ 
turbed their (the vuuths) little nesi 


here by asking them to leave We ve 
asked them to quit drinking and 
loitering here If that's harassment, 
then we are harassing them.” 
Several council members called 
Padilla and Mrs Cortex “martyrs 
and vowed to continue antivandal­ 
ism efforts They termed the patrols 
a “rat pack ” 
The Rev Manuel Guillen, church 
pastor, said “evil is running ram 
pant.” He said ex-convicts over 18 
are causing the problems There is a 
Mexican mafia trying to manipulate 
the aunmunity.” 
Father Guillen said the church

Police Chief Jerry Doyle said 
Tuesday that the church parish ion 
ers standing guard duty have been 
reporting numerous verbal threats 
nmdfc by a group of youths who call 
themselves the “Chino Sinners."

California Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. defeated Democratic front- 
runner Jimmy Carter in Maryland's 
primary “popularity contest,” but 
Carter won a narrow victory in 
Michigan. 
Ford, who still trails Reagan in the 
over-all delegate count, won a 
landslide victory in his home state of 
Michigan and won easily in 
Maryland after having lost five of 
the last six primaries to former 
California Gov Ronald Reagan. 
The President said, “Tonight is 
one of the nicest mghtx Betty and 1 
have ever had.” 
. Neither Ford nor Reagan did much 
campaigning in Maryland. 
In the Maryland Democratic 
primary, Brown did to Carter what 
Idaho Sen Frank Church had done a 
week before in Nebraska he won his 
first primary race But Brown did it 
by a much bigger margin. 
However, Carter got the bulk of 
the delegates because Brown had 
filed too Late to have a delegate slate 
m Maryland

Huge profits 
made off 
government 
contracts 
SACRAMENTO (AP) - Three 
private social service firms in San 
Francisco made huge prof its off 
government contracts with little cost 
scrutiny by local government, the 
Sacramento Bee reports 
According to the draft of a federal 
a u d it re p o rt, one co mpan y, 
Homemaking Sojourners, made a 
profit of 7,035 per cent on an 1859 in­ 
vestment in its first year, the new­ 
spaper said Tuesday 
The audit was also quoted as 
recom m ending that the state 
Department of Health repay the 
federal government nearly $1 million 
in improper federal reimbursements 
to the three companies 
The companies have government 
contracts for homemaker chore ser­ 
vices, one of the fastest-growing 
welfare program s. It provides 
housekeeping services for aged or 
disabled welfare recipients. 
The program , considered a 
promising method of reducing the 
soaring nursing care costs in welfare 
pro g ram s, has run into cost 
problems of its own. 
San Francisco’s program was 
found to have a $2.6-million deficit in 
1974-75, and the state may run up an 
fUknillion deficit this year, the Bee 
said. 


'Dr. X' indicted in hospital deaths 


HACKENSACK, N.J. (AP) - A 
Bergen County grand jury in­ 
vestigating up to 13 unexplained 
hospital deaths of the mid-1980s in 
the “Dr. X" case has indicted a sur­ 
geon on five charges of murder. 
The surgeon. Dr. M ario E. 
Jascalevieh of Englewood Cliffs. 
N J., is charged in the case in which 


it was suspected that patients were 
given large doses of the drug curare. 
It is a muscle relaxant that can be le­ 
thal if administered in large doses. 
Jascalevieh was arrested this 
morning, then released after posting 
a property bond of f150,000. He was 
not immediately available for com­ 
ment. 


The deaths at RiverdeU Hospital in 
OradeU were attributed originally to 
unknown medical causes, but recent 
reports indicate they may have been 
caused by curare 
Five of the bodies were exhumed 
earlier this year to determ ine 
whether curare bad been injected., 
Dr. Michael Baden, New York City 


deputy chief medical examiner, said 
that at least nine of the deaths were 
“not explainable by natural disease 
processes or stated causes of death ” 
Baden also said the deaths were 
probably caused by a drug such a® 
curare

Nuclear power 
bills approved 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Bills to 
allow the legislature to ban new 
nuclear power plants have survived a 
"do-or-die” committee test. 
Backers say the bills are now back 
on a tight schedule and beaded 
toward the desk of Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr. 
The Senate Public Utilities, Tran­ 
sit and Energy Committee, which 
nearly killed the bills last week, ap­ 
proved each hill with one vote to 
spare Tuesday night. 
The package is described as a 
“moderate” alternative to Califor­ 
nia’s controversial nuclear power in­ 
itiative on the June 8 ballot. 
The committee rejected amend­ 
ments to exempt more nuclear 
plants, but it adopted a new method 
for legislators to determine whether 
it is safe to proceed. These issues 
were nearly lethal to the bills last 
week. 
Supporters' timetable calls for a 
Senate Finance Committee vote next 
Monday and May 28 action by Brown, 
who has endorsed them. That would 
give voters about a week to study 
their impact before voting on Prop. 
15 
The governor and his top energy 
advisers have sidestepped taking a 
stand on Prop. 15 — a torrid political 
issue — at least until the bills are de­ 
cided upon. 
The bills do not go as far as the in­ 
itiative in restricting nuclear 
development. Chief differences are 
that the bills exempt three reactors 
already certified and four others be­ 
ing built. 
Also, the Assembly earlier killed a 
bill to match the initiative’s require­ 
ment that liability limits be lifted to 
allow unrestricted nuclear power. 
The first Senate hurdle for the 
Assembly-passed package probably 
was the toughest, and it was “do or 
die” because of the time constraints, 
its backers said 
Malcolm McKillup, a Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co. counsel and leading 
opposition spokesman Tuesday 
night, called the measures “a dis­ 
aster” to the future of nuclear power 
in California. He said the bills create 
a “cloud of doubt” that could make 
the industry hesitate before in­ 
vesting big money in nuclear power. 
Assemblyman Charles Warren, D- 
Los Angeles, the driving force behind 
the Assembly-approved measures, 


had declared the bills dead a week 
ago, after the Senate committee 
adopted amendments that he said 
made the measures meaningless. 
Opponents tried to eliminate the 
legislators' role and “grandfather“ 
at least two plan"**! nuclear power 
complexes, Wasco near Bakersfield 
and Sundesert near Blythe. 
The bills were amended Tuesday 
night to change the way the 
legislature could ban new nuclear 
plant construction. 
Now they would allow normal 
development unless either house of 
the legislature, by majority vote, 
rejects within 100 legislative days a 
state Energy Commission finding 
that technology has been developed 
for safe nuclear fuel recycling and 
disposing of radioactive waste 
Larry Levine, spokesman for the 
“Yes on 15 Committee,“ said the 
change in legislative review from a 
majority vote of both houses on the 
fuel cycle safety questions caused 
his group to drop support of the bills 
and take a neutral stance. 
A leader of the campaign against 
Prop, 15, former Gov. Edmund 
“ P a t" Brown, said later in a 
telephone interview that the 
amended bills are "far better than 
the ones they started with 1 trust 
they will help defeat the initiative. 
Legislative bills are so much 
su p erio r to sp ecial in te re st 
(initiatives).” 
McKillup succeeded in gaining new 
wording so that the bills would allow 
the Energy Commission to bast1 its 
findings on waste disposal methods 
before an actual rite is built and 
demonstrated 
Otherwise, argued McKillup and 
Alan Pasternak, an energy commis­ 
sioner, there could be a built-in 
moratorium of up to 10 years. Thai s 
because the federal government does 
not expect to certify a waste disposal 
operation until about 1985, Pas­ 
ternak said 
Warren argued that the federal 
government has claimed it had the 
technology to store wastes but had to 
abandon the project 
That’s why, Warren said, some 
form of legislative review is essen­ 
tial. so that elected representatives 
could ban new development if they 
felt the federal government should 
do more than just say it has the tech­ 
nology

It also means personal income so 
far this year is now running 10 5 per 
cent ahead of the first four months of 
last year. Personal income In­ 
creased at 7 9 per cent during all of 
1975 
Combined with a reduced Inflation 
ra te during the early part of this 
year, the steady growth in personal 
incom e m ean s m o re m oney 
available for spending by consumers 
as well as more fuel for the eco­ 
nomic recovery 
Consumer prices in the January- 
March period rose at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 2 9 per cent, 
lowest in any quarter since file three- 
month period ending tn June 1972. 
Personal income represents all 
wages, salaries and other payments 
received by individuals before 
deduction of income and sales taxes 
It represents much of the foundation 
of the economy.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
An expert on nuclear 
engineering says atomic 
powerplants ar e less 
hazardous than many risks 
people take for granted. 
Dr. Norman C. Rasmus­ 
sen of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology 
told a news conference that 
nuclear power is less of a 
threat to California than 
earthquakes or the chance 
of industrial accidents.

Hayes said the preparation stages for the fair and the 
economic stimulation during the event will moat likely be 
extremely positive for all cities and unincorporated areas 
of the vallev. 


"However, now is the time to look at the post-planning 
effect and impact upon the communities What will be the 
effect of absorbing when the letdown comes? Are we go­ 
ing to be able to absorb? Can we fill the void after the 
Expo leaves for the motels, public transportation, 
restaurants?“ he asked. 


Now is the time that we collectively — elected offi­ 
cials and chamber (of commerce) representatives — 
should examine the socio-economic post-Expo impact. 
Will there be an economic depression afterwards? We 
must try to answer these questions now.“ 


Citv Administrator Lauren Wasserman said that staff 


had done some tentative study of potential problems and 
developments stemming from Expo ’81, ’Studying this 
will be a greater role for staff now that the exposition is a 
certainty. We want to participate to the full advantage of 
the city and business community,” Wasserman said.

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WASHINGTON <AP) - 
Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger complained on 
Tuesday that Congress 
often ignores the Supreme 
Court when considering 
judicial legislation. 
"The nine members of 
the Supreme Court are 
physically separated from 
the halls and offices of the 
Congress by a few acres of 
pleasant parkland, yet it 
seems very difficult for us 
to have our views reach 
across that park," Burger 
told the American Law In­ 
stitute. 
.Addressing members of 
the institute aMhe opening 
of their annual meeting 
here, the chief justice 
urged Congress "to help us 
develop a closer working 
relationship, especially on 
legislation affecting the 
courts." 
As he has before. Burger 
called for the elimination 
of special three-judge dis­ 
trict courts, from which 
cases are appealed directly 
to the Suprem e Court 
without passing through 
courts of appeals. The law 
requires the Suprem e 
Court to consider ail these 
cases. But the highest 
court can select which 
cases from the courts of 
appeals it will consider. 
Referring to the three- 
judge courts, the chief 
justice said there is "about

Mail damage ignored, panel told

Aussenberg told a House 
Post Office subcommittee 


he does not include Post­ 
master Gen. Benjamin F. 
Bailar in this group, but 
does include senior Assist­ 
ant Postmaster Gen. E. V. 
Dorsey. 
"Ben Bailar has been 
carefully isolated from the 
truth about the bulk mail 
system," Aussenberg said. 
"It's easier to put up a 
stone wall than to admit 
mistakes and do something 
about it." 
The Postal Service fired 
Aussenberg early this 
year, saying he had failed 


to prevent destruction of 
mail. Aussenberg denied 
any wrongdoing. 
testifying with him un­ 
der oath was Richard Cof­ 
fman, who was removed as 
manager of the Atlanta 
Bulk Mail Center 
The bulk mail system is 
a 
h ig h ly-au to m ated 
network of 21 facilities for 
sorting packages and some 
other mail. 
Aussenberg and Coffman 
pictured themselves as 
scapegoats of top postal 
management. Both said 


they notified their superi­ 
ors of damage problems 
caused by mail handling 
machines but were denied 
enough manpower to 
eliminate the problems. 
"In January a represen­ 
tative of Dorsey came to 
the Washington 
Bulk 
Mail Center,” Aussenberg 
said. "Damaged mail was 
all over the place." 
Dorsey had told t|)e 
subcommittee earlier that 
he had not been aware of a 
damage problem until 
March.

million so far "and several 
times that will ultimately 
be required” 
He said the judges op­ 
posed the legislation 
"because we were ap­ 
prehensive that the rig­ 
idities it contained would 
lead to unfortunate con­ 
sequences." 
He said some cases "by 
their nature do not lend 
themselves to trial in 90 or 
even 180 days or into any 
such inflexible patterns " 
Burger also expressed con­ 
cern about the number of 
arrests for serious crimes 
which involve persons who 


are on probation, parole or 
some other form ot re­ 
lease.

School board orders 
business, personnel 
offices reorganized

Plans to reorganize the business 
and personnel departments of the 
Pomona Unified School District at 
an annual cost of some $82,900 were 
approved Tuesday by the school 
board but a plan to reorganize the 
Educational Services Department 
was held for further study. 
In moving to reorganize business 
and personnel departments, the 
school board is implementing two of 
some 74 recommendations made last 
February by the State Management 


Review Team 
Cost of reorganizing the business 
department is estimated at $51,924 a 
year. Changes upgrade three exist­ 
ing positions, create seven new posi­ 
tions and delete one existing posi­ 
tion. that of custodial department 
head. 
The reorganization calls for a 
decentralization of budgeting and 
purchasing procedures and program 
planning, and equips the district to 
“eatch up with long neglected and 
emergency conditions" existing in 
buildings and on grounds.

A second personnel assistant posi­ 
tion was established in the person­ 
n el d e p a r t m e n t u n d e r the 
reorganization plan approved, along 
with a new secretary position. Sal­ 
ary for the personnel assistant could 
range up to $22.220 a year, and for 
the secretary, $8.568 
Changes are to take effect July I. 
The plan to reorganize educational 
services which was held over was by 
far the broadest in terms of person­ 
nel changes and greatest in cost, an 
estimated $114,700. 
It called for the creation of six new 
positions (director of instructional 
services, coordinator of curriculum 
development, coordinator of staff 
d e v e lo p m e n t and th r e e new 
secretary positions), the restoration 
of coordinator status in both health 
and psychological services, up­ 
grading of the research specialist 
position and the deletion of one coor­ 
dinator of intergroup education posi­ 
tion, reassigning that position as 
coordinator of community involve­ 
ment. 
Further in-depth study of this plan 
was required, the board agreed. 
In written material he presented to 
the board, acting Asst. Supt. of 
Educational Services Ray L Thomas 
said the state management team had 
“quickly recognized serious neglects 
in the realm of curriculum develops 
ment, staff development and 
evaluation-research functions. 
“ No proposal for funding for 
special state and federal projects 
would stand a chance for approval 
without strong components in these 
areas. Thomas wrote. He described 
the existing situation as “a vacuum 
and said the result was “ fragmenta­ 
tion of efforts among the various 
projects, with no clear identification 
with regular district activities 
“As a result, the special projects 
have sometimes remained isolated," 
Thomas wrote. 
"It is essential that regular dis­ 
trict efforts dominate in the realms 
of curriculum development, staff 
development and evaluation- 
research and that special projects 
augment and enhance these efforts 
The alternative is to allow special 
projects to become the determining 
force in d is tric t educational 
endeavors.” 
This year the district has some 24 
special state and federal projects in 
operation bringing in $4 2 million in 
addition to its $33 million general 
fund budget 
Almost all the special projects 
serve children with special 
educational needs and provide staff 
and programs over and above the 
regular school program

Although the names of 
musical groups to perform at the 
proposed concert weren t discussed, 
officials earlier described them as 
“ middle-of-the-road” rock per­ 
formers 
George MimMack, president of the 
Ontario Motor Speedway Corp board 
of directors, urged approval of the 
application, stating this would give 
the city $34,000 in “ spendable” 
revenues and the speedway $75,000 
which would take care of four 
months in property taxes. 
MimMack said there had been 
some concern over police protection 
based on the previous concert. 
•'The people best equipped to make 
police decisions are police officers 
We do not pretend to set limits It is 
up to the police on how policing is to 
be handled,” he added 
Feldman said the California Jam 
was sponsored by ABC Television 
and did win an “ Emmy” award The 
next show is planned by NBC Televi 
sion and would give Ontario national 
exposure, be added 
The prom oter said the main 
problems at the California Jam in 
volved traffic and parking control 
and the concession stands 
These were handled by the 
speedway at the last concert. But his 
group would have control at the 
proposed event, he said 
Bill Hodge, an owner of the 
National Event Services, said his

UC group developing 
hearing unit for deaf 


A surgical implant device is being 
developed that could restore hearing 
to some of the 300,000 deaf 
Americans who cannot be helped by 
conventional hearing aids, a 
researcher said Monday in Pomona 
Speaking at a Rancho Los Amigos 
HoNpilal workshop at Cal Poly 
Kellogg West, Dr. Michael M. 
Merzemcb of UC San Francisco said 
his associates and Stanford Univer 
sity engineers have constructed 
sophisticated electrodes and 
electrical stimulation devices that 
produce a patterned stimulation of 
the auditory nerve 


Dr. Merzenich said the electronic 
devices are about the size of a 
quarter and are connected to 
electrodes implanted in the inner 
ear 
“ An antenna resembling a hearing 
aid. placed behind the outer ear, 
delivers information about sound to 
the implanted electronic device that 
decodes it and sends it to the audi 
tory nerve 
“ A battery-operated sound <tiding 
device lo be built into a pocket-sise 
box. sends information by wire lo the

Ask what is right 
Dear Editor: 
Your editorial recommending a no 
vote on Proposition 15 is disturbing, 
not only because I strongly support a 
Yes vote, but because of the nature 
of the argument you advance 
To say that other technologies also 
had concerned people predicting dis­ 
aster is irrelevant, 
1) The potential for affecting all 
forms of life due to accidental or ter­ 
ro rist release of radioactive 
materials makes nuclear questions 
those of a totally different magni­ 
tude 
Radiation exposure involves 
changes to the building blocks of our 
lives, the DNA molecule, and may 
cause unknown genetic mutations 
that take generations to appear 
Likewise, the cancers caused by 
continual low level radiation 
releases (NOT huge accidents > may 
not appear for 20 years: in 1996 will 
we have to say, "We didn’t look care­ 
fully enough at long range effects^ 
Or must we say in 1976 that we ve 
learned from the atmospheric wea­ 
pons testing program of the last two 
decades that we’ve increased back­ 
ground level* of radiation to the ex­ 
tent that the present cancer rate is 
morning upwards'* 
21 We are vainly predisposed to 
want to believe that “ technologi­ 
cally advanced" is good. We need to 
examine what really are our most 
fundamental values and use them as 
the base from which pragmatic, 
technical decisions are made, not 
visa versa. These basic values are 
the preservation of the quality of life 
arid reverence for the interdepen­ 


dence of man and all other life forms 
on a finite planet. 
They are not greater comfort, 
consumption, or economic growth. 
(It would be hard for any of us to 
give up our cars now but supposing 
the long range effect of internal 
combustion engines had been ex­ 
amined 100 years ago: what differ­ 
ent developments might have taken 
place in the intervening time involv­ 
ing living patterns, size of engines, 
mass transit etc if energy shorta 
ges and smog's health hazards had 
been foreseen?! 
Finally, although I personally am 
not sure what level of risk I would 
find acceptable in saying go ahead 
with nuclear power, the Nuclear 
Initiative is not designed to say yes 
or no to nuclear power plants. Its 
purpose is to allow all of us as citi­ 
zens to be exposed to a thorough and 
public discussion of the risks im­ 
posed by the whole nuclear fuel cycle 
over a five year period 
There is no “shutdown" unless the 
proponents of nuclear power can’t 
make their case. We, through our 
legislators, must take responsibility 
for evaluating when energy “needs 
compromise other needs, what risks 
are act'eptoble to ourselves and our 
children and their children We can­ 
not allow these decisions to be made 
behind the closed doors of corpora­ 
tions ami governmental bodies who 
historically have been more in­ 
terested in influencing and pacifying 
the public than informing and 
protecting it. 
We need to ask what is right, not 
what s profitable, com petitive.

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WASHINGTON - The E n ­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) spent an incredible »4 2 
million to find out that untuned 
engines spread more pollution than 
do engines after they are tuned up 
The money was used to test 
various automobiles to determine 
w hether their exhaust fum es 
violated clean air standards 
We 
have carefully studied the* findings, 
which have been withheld from the 
public They can be boiled down to 
one basic conclusion That the worst 
pollution is spread by cars in “ tons 
than-adequate state oi mainlena- 
ance." 
This led the researchers also to 
conclude, all for the same »4 2 
million price, that there is a “need 
for finding ways of assuring that in 
use cars are properly maintained 
Hie language of the studies ts often 
ponderous, as befits a $4 2 million 
project 
But the conclusion, even 
after it has been dressed up in 
scholarly verbiage, was hardly 
worth »4 2 million EPA could have 
obtained the same finding from any 
competent garage mechanic for, say 
»4 JO 
The EPA official in charge of car 
pollution control, Eric Stork, cheer­ 
fully coniends that the 14 2 million 
data can now be used to convince 
state and city officials that they 
should compel owners to keep their 
cars tuned up 
Thus, EPA would pass the buck to 
the cities and states, blaming the 
whole auto pollution problem on 
poorly tuned engines. But the EPA 
tests produced evidence that seven 
engine Unes appeared to be violating 
clean air standards 
If the fumes trum these engine* 
were bad enough, EPA was supposed 
to order the manufacturers to recall 
all cars powered by the polluting 
engine* This would have brought in 
more than two million cars for 
adjustment,s a rpaasive expenditure 
i 
for the automakers 
A confidential report, which we 
turned up in our investigation ex­ 
plained what happened The auto 
companies were actually furnished 
the lest results and were permitted 
to make a case against recall

That commission ts composed of Chief Justice Donald 
Wright, Attorney General Evelle J. Younger and the 
Third District s presiding justice, Robert K Puglia. 
Reynoso, 44, is presently a professor of law at the Uni­ 
versity of New Mexico, a post he has held tor the past four 
years. Prior to that he. as director of the California Rural 
Legal Assistance, became the center of a storm during 
which Governor Ronald Reagan demanded the with­ 
drawal of federal support. 
A law graduate of UC’s Boalt Hall, Reynoso s career 
has been one of heavy involvement with “causes having 
been, in addition to the Rural Legal Assistance, employed 
by the Fair Employment Practices Commission and the 
federal Equal Opportunities Commission 
No doubt this ultra-liberal background, including his 
Rural Legal activities, is responsible for some of the op­ 
position to his appointment. But the major objections are 
to his now being an out-of-stater and, more vigorously, his 
complete lack of judicial experience. 
The out of state charge may be a bit unfair since Reyno­ 
so was educated in California schools, is a member of the 
California bar, having practiced privately in El Centro, 
and has lived most of his life in the state. 
Not so easily glossed over is the fact that he does not 
come from within the district It is an unwritten under­ 
standing among the legal fraternity that the governor 
shall select those with wide knowledge of the district thev 
will serve. While that rule has not always been followed, a 
furor has greeted each exception 
Probably none drew more steam than Governor Cul- 
bert L. Olson s naming of Paul Peek to the Third District 
Court way back in 1942. Elected to the Assembly from 
Long Beach m 1946. he became Speaker in 1939 Because 
of his fierce loyalty to Olson, he was unseated at a spe­ 
cial session in 1940. Olson promptly appointed him Secre­ 
tory of State to fill the vacancy created by the death of 
Frank C. Jordan but Jordan s son, Frank M. Jordan, play* 
ing on the name of his deceased father defeated him by <» 
mere 6.000 votes at the next election Olson immediately 
named him to the court. 
Peek was attacked as an outsider even though as a 
legislator, he had been spending more time within the ap 
pellate district than at home The vote for his confirma­ 
tion was 2-0 with the then Attorney General Earl Warren 
refusing to vote. Peek proved to be a distinguished jurist 
and was subsequently appointed to the Supreme Ckiurt 
where he served equally well. 
Since lawyers preifer that those appointed to the review 
courts have judicial experience. Reynoso s lack of it may 
be his biggest hurdle. It is recalled that Chief Justice 
Wright made this a big issue in the challenge of Reagan s 
appointment of William P. Clark. Jr., to the Supreme 
Court And. although Clark had experience as a trial 
judge and appellate justice. Harold served some time on 
the trial court before elevating him to a district court 
Exceptions which have been acceptable are those who 
have had long experience in the practice of all phases oi 
the law. 
Probably the most bitter pill of alt tor the lawyers, 
judges and knowledgeable citizens is the passing over ot 
the many able trial judges m the district who have well 
demonstrated their judicial capabilities For them it is a 
step in the face For the public it is worse for it subjects 
Item to the decisions of one who ts not only inexperienc­ 
ed but may be overly biased in his view on the ad minis 
trutlon of justice

It's big, bold, cluttered, in­ 
teresting and occasionally enlighten­ 
ing The “premiere issue” headlined 
“ Who Ls Shaping the Future of 
C a lif o r n ia a tedious essay on 
J e r r y B row n and 76 o th e r 
figureheads, but omitting the San 
Andreas Fault 
The ingredients that go into this 
latest publishing potpourri are 
numerous, varied and significant, 
but they do not always blend well. 
“ Riding into the Future on the 
Golden Carousel” depicts the new 


generation of native Californians: 
' Bright, uninhibited, involved Their 
roots are firmly down; their vision of 
the land is mature " Which is why 
California leads the nation in 
murder, rape, drug abuse, van­ 
dalism. pamo flicks and gang war­ 
fare How bright, uninhibited and in­ 
volved can you get** 
One editor examines “the First 100 
Days of President Jerry Brown,” an 
alarming prospect, another reports 
on the rise of the MCA, “the General 
Motors of the entertainment in­ 
dustry” ; a third looks at the 
flourishing Valley News and Green 
Sheet, a San Fernando Valley n e w s 
paper that has struck the mother 
lode 
The I*remere Issue (it cries for 
capitals) offered “ In Search of the 
Perfect Pasta.” “The Best Stocks To 
Buy Right Now,” 
Why You Can t 
Trust 
Hollywood Writers,” and 
“Whv California Doctors Charge 
More ’’ There was something for 
everyone — a piece on Los Angeles

Dr. Lamb 
one walk or jog? 


DEAR DR 
LAMB — In your 
column you referred to an article in 
The Journal of the Am erican 
Medical Assn, that distance in a 
walking exercise was almost as ef­ 
fective as speed in developing the 
respiratory and cardiovascular 
system 1 have been on the aerobics 
cycling program and have en­ 
countered some physical difficulties 
I would like to know If 1 interpreted 
your remarks correctly. 
DEAR READER - No. you did 
not Walking a mile is just as effec­ 
tive as jogging a mile as far as the 
number of calories used That ’s im­ 
portant to people using exercise for 
weight control. If you are interested 
in using calories to prevent or 
eliminate obesity It's better to walk 
four miles than it ls to jog one 
hogging, walking and running will 
cause you to travel a mile faster 
You will have to spend that same 
amount of energy in a shorter period 
of time To do this you must deliver 
more oxygen to the body in a shorter 
period of time That requires the 
heart and lungs to work harder This 
is how you get an effect in training 
the heart and lungs 
You will get some improvement in 


the heart and lungs function by walk­ 
ing but not nearly as much as if you 
are able to increase your level of ex­ 
ercise to the point that the heart rate 
is at least over 100 per minute for a 
sustained period of time during exer­ 
tion Many authorities think that the 
heart should work sufficiently to in­ 
crease the heart rate to 60 per cent of 
its maximum level. For most 
middle-aged people that would mean 
a heart rate of around 120 beats per 
minute 


There are other types of exercise 
that you can use to work the heart 
and lungs You don t need to jog 
Swimming is an excellent exercise 
and it gets the weight off your ankles 
and knees that cause some people 
difficulty during sustained exertion 
Bicycling helps decre.ise the weight 
bearing problem upon knees and 
ankles For more information about 
JoggUig send 50 cents for The Health 
Letter number 4r2 Jogging.

When he receives his master s from the Illinois In­ 
stitute of Technology, Carter said a job of counseling 
awaits him at a Veteran» Administration Hospital. 
He has spent nearly six years in college, getting a 
Bachelor of Arti degree in general studies at Chicago's 
Roosevelt University before starting on his master's at 
1IT. where his grade average is 3.2. a H plus 
Unable to use Braille, Carter absorbed knowledge by 
sound, using tape casettes of text books and having 
friends read to him In examinations, he replies to ques­ 
tions and solves problems through a “reader' who writes 
out his answers 
“The toughest thing was learning how to get around by 
m yself,” said Carter. “ 1 have hooks for hands. It took me 
two years to learn to get the touch and feel of using a 
special sane But 1 depend mostly on my feet. I feel my 
way with them 1 don't wear shoes with leather soles. I 
get a better grip on the ground with rubber soles.” 
What kept Carter going? 
"One day I just decided to have a meaningful life agd I 
stuck with it,” he said.

Withdrawn Manson transferred

Dead Sea scroll might throw new light on Holy Land life 
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FDA continues 
cyclamate ban

The government's refusal to lift its ban on the artlfical 
sweetener cyclamate leaves the calorie-conscious con­ 
sumer with few alternatives. 
The only other artificial sweetener on the market, sac­ 
charin, also is under study as a potential health hazard 
and natural sugars such as those in corn syrup have just 
as many calories as the powdered, table variety. 
The Food and Drug Administration banned cyclamates 
in 1969 after questions were raised about the possibility of 
a link between the synthetic sweetener and cancer. 
Studies since then have failed to prove or disprove the 
danger theory, but the FDA said last week that it did not 
want to take any chances and would not re: °ind its ban, 
Cyclamates are about 30 times sweeter than sugar Sac­ 
charin. in use for almost 100 years, is 300 times sweeter 
than sugar, but some people claim it leaves an unpleasant 
after taste. 
A 1971 report linked saccharin to possible cancer in rats 
and a year later the FDA imposed limits on its use, de­ 
signed to make sure no one consumed more than one gram 
a day. A committee organized by the National Research 
Council of the National Academy of Sc iences report ed 
earlier this year that a lengthy study failed to provide 
conclusive evidence of danger. 
The FDA is awaiting further research and no final deci­ 
sion on saccharin is expected before next year. 
Meanwhile, the restrictions remain 
According to the U.S. Agriculture Department. 
Americans consumed about 5 million pounds of saccharin 
last vear down 10 per cent from 1974. That translates into 
750.000 tons of sweetness 
On a per capita basis, U.S. saccharin consumption 
worked out to a sugar sweetness equivalent of seven 
pounds In the same year, per capita sugar consumption 
was just about 90 pounds, down from 97 pounds in 1974 
High prices and calorie-counting encouraged 
Americans to search for alternatives to granulated sugar 
Corn sweetener prices generally have declined recently 
and consumption is up — about 27 pounds per capita in 
1975, compared to 18 pounds in 1974 
Nutrition experts at the Food and Drug Administration 
say table sugar has about 15 calories per level teaspoon, 
about 3 'a grams It is a mixture of two simple sugars, 
glucose and fructose. 
Other sweeteners — honey, fruit sugars and corn syrup 
— have about the same number of calories. Natural or 
refined, they are all sugars. 
The different sugars do have different characteristics, 
making some more suitable for manufacturing uses than 
others and aifecting the way they are digested. For exam­ 
ple. there are differences in the moisture content, in the 
amount needed to produce a certain level of sweetness 
and in the way the body breaks down the sugar. 
Fructose, also known as levulose, is the sweetest. It is 
the kind of sugar found in apples. Theoretically, you could 
save calories by using fructose since it would take fewer 
teaspoons to provide the sweet taste you want. Fructose, 
however, generally is not sold in retail outlets. It is used 
mainly in manufacturing 
Corn syrup is basically glucose, also known as dextrose, 
according to the FDA nutritionists This is the form in 
which your body uses sugar and therefore corn syrup 
sweeteners are absorbed more directly than some other 
varieties. 
Honey is a mixture of fructose and glucose — just like 
table sugar. Only the proportions are diflerent 
Another sweetener you may see listed on the labels of 
some products is sorbitol. Technically, sorbitol is not a 
sugar, it's a sugar alcohol It has the same number of 
calories as sugar, provides what the nutritionists call a 
* cool" taste and is absorbed more slowly by the body 
than regular sugar.

JERUSALEM 
(AP) - 
Scholars are aw aiting 
publication this year of 
what they feel may be one 
of the most important 
Dead Sea Scrolls ever 
found. 
The so-called “Temple 
Scroll" is expected to 
throw new light on life in 
the Holy Land around 
Christ’s time. 
The scroll is being 
deciphered by an Israeli 
archeologist. Prof. Yigael 
Yadin, who has been as­ 
sociated with the scrolls 
since they first were dis­ 
covered in 1947 and were 
proclaimed the greatest 
find in the annals of 
Biblical history 
Yadin purchased the 
“Temple Scroll' from an 
Arab 
m e r c h a n t 
in 
Bethlehem in 1967 
The 
merchant had previously 
bought the scroll from 
Bedouin tribesmen who 
found it in a cave. From his 
archeological 
sources 
Yadin learned the mer­ 
chant had the scroll and as 
soon as Israeli forces 


moved into Bethlehem in 
the 1967 Middle East war. 
he went there to bargain 
and make the purchase 
Yadin has disclosed 
some section of its which 
illuminate in detail the Ten 
Commandments and the 
603 Biblical orders on 
Jewish custom that are at­ 
tached to them. 
The scroll also carries 
exact specifications for the 
building of the great 
J e w i s h 
t e m p l e 
in 
Jerusalem 
The entire work will be 
published in English and 
Hebrew by the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem 
and. in the words of one ex­ 
pert. will provide “dra­ 
matic new data" on the Es- 
senes, the ascetic Jewish 
community that lived on 
the shores of the Dead Sea 
20 miles east of Jerusalem 
and wrote the scrolls, 
which remained hidden for 
about 20 centuries. 
The hiding places were 
chosen by the author, a 
monkish Jewish sect who 
fled the increasingly 


secular atm osphere of 
Jerusalem for the brooding 
silence and moon-like land­ 
scape of Qumran, on the 
Dead Sea 
Here they penned copies 
of the Jewish Torah, books 
of the prophets, commen­ 
taries on the Bible and 
works on Jewish customs 
and codes. 


The Bible texts were the 
earliest known copies of 
the holy book, and in most 
cases were remarkably 
similar to the translations 
written centuries later and 
adopted by Judaism and 
Christianity. 


Yadin s scroll also will 
add new demensions to the 
Book of Ezekiel and the 
story of the dry bones 
brought to life by God. says 
Prof Eric Myers of Duke 
Un iv er si ty in North 
Carolina. And director of 
Jerusalem's W. F. Albright 
Institute of Archaelogical 
Research. 


Yadin is keeping the bulk 
of his work secret until 
publication, and no details 
are known of its content, 
other then the small sec­ 
tions Yadin has chosen to 
reveal in lectures.

Longest one-man dog sled trip 


ANCHORAGE. Alaska 
— A Japanese adventurer 
went for days without food 
and long boors in total 
darkness, through broken 
ice and a confrontation 
with a polar bear to com­ 
plete the longest one-man 
sled dog trip in history. 
“ It was just my dream. ’ 
’ said 115-pound Naomi 
IJemura, 35, after an 18- 
month, 7,500-mile Journey 
from 
Jak o bs ha vn , 
Greenland, to Kotzebue. 
• Alaska. He arrived on May 
7. 
Uemura s trip was spon­ 
sored partly by Mainiohi 
Shtmbun, a Tokyo news 
paper which described 
* him as the first man ever 
to have climbed the major 
peaks of five continents — 


Mt. Everest in Asia, Mt. 
Kilimanjaro in Africa. Mt. 
Aconcagua in South 
America, Mt. Blanc Hi 
Europe and Mt. McKinley 
in North America 
“ After 1 arrived on top of 
mountain. I put my mind 
on some other mountain,” 
he said here Friday “ If 
you climb this mountain, 
you want to climb more, 
S 
er than this one. to 
e you satisfied Now 
there are no more moun­ 
tains I need to climb to 
satisfy me.“ 
Uemura s latest adven­ 
ture began in December 
1974. After only a few days, 
he fell through ice 
weakened by ocean 
currents and lost his sup­ 
plies and all but one dog. 


forcing him to return to his 
starting point and gather 
new equipment 
He arrived at Kotzebue 
with nine dogs, only one of 
them from his original 
team He said 30 dogs died 
during the trek and he ad­ 
ded to his team from 
villages along the way. 


At 
Point 
Barrow, 
Uemura said he ran into a 
poiar bear. 
“ I was taking tea when I 
heard dogs bark,” he said. 
“ 1 saw polar bear coming 
100 feet from my place I 


picked up my gun, but I 
didn t have bullets in my 
gun.“ 
He loaded the gun and 
fired three shots, but the 


bear continued to pace 
back and forth near the 
dogs. The bear soon left 
but returned 
“ The second time, my 
mind has come calm,” 
Uemura said. “ First time, 
very scared 
1 start to 
make movies of polar bear. 
Left hand had gun, right 
hand had films. Polar bear 
left and I escape from this 
place.“

said 
he 
sometimes went three 
days without food, spent 
days in total darkness with 
only a compass to guide 
him. and often tempera­ 
tures were so low the sled 
was unable to move across 
the Ice. There were times 
he was able to travel only 
- five miles a dav.

Exercise caution in the quest for fitness 
-nmnioint when mats are not usod 
By GAYNOR MADDOX 
Regular daily exercise, intelligently planned, 
helps maintain your health. No argument about 
that. But your exercises are far from being enough 
to maintain your overall health. You must eat a sen­ 
sible diet — not a crank diet or an inadequate one. 
You must be able to sleep well; be able to face 
many of the crisis problems of today; get some fun 
out of life: stop cigarette smoking, if possible and 
make certain you get a regular physical examina­ 
tion. 
As valuable as exercise is to your general health, 
you also should make sure the other requirements 
of a good health program are followed, too. In that 
way, you may win 100 per cent achievement. 
Man is a complex mechanism, a creature of 
many inter-related parts. But learn what parts need 
particular attention in your personal routine. 
Believe it or not, a daily walk is regarded by 


many experts as one of the best physical exercises 
around. 
To guide its members, the American Medical As­ 
sociation has a new booket. It is called “Guide to 
Physicians in Prescribing Exercise Program s.’ 
Though written expressly for doctors, here are a 
few of its instructions which the layman can follow 
safely * 
Exercise should be done with full, rhythmic 
movements rather than the staccato, jerky activity 
of military calisthenics. 
Do no more than 10 to 15 consecutive repetitions 
of an exercise affecting one particular muscle 
group 
Allow for brief slowdown periods during the exer­ 
cise program, especially at the beginning. (This is 
important). 
Include exercises that strengthen the abdominal 
muscles, often the weakest muscles of the body. 


Work on your poorest and weakest areas to im­ 
prove through training. 
(Highly important to 
remember). 
Build better heart and lung action by long con­ 
tinued activity involving many repetitions per­ 
formed at low intensity. 
Relate exercises one to the other. Avoid changing 
too quickly into completely different movements. 
The important cautions of exercising include: 
Use isometric exercises with great caution. Don t 
hold your breath. (Many physicians have doubts 
about isometric exercises). 
Don’t warm up too fast. Take it slow at first. 
Don’t work out on hard floors without protection 
Use floor mats. If they're not available, be careful 
of kneeling exercises and spine-rolling. Hip pain is a 


m-ifitnt whpn mats are not used, 
common complaint wnen m«* 
Never bounce on tight ligaments. 
Avoid excessive repetition of an exercise, so that 
no one muscle group is overworked- 
Do not use exercise gadgets or machines for 
warmuDS. Use calisthenics. 
Avoid alcoholic beverages for two to three hours 
prior to the workout. 
Keep in mind that the purpose of limbering, 
flexibilitv-type exercises is to change gradually thr 
body functions from rest to an active exercise 
status 
On a workable weight control program , 
remember that exercise is only one part of total 
health care.(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

But did you know that in 
arid parts of Africa and the 
Near East where water is 
scarce or undrinkable, 
watermelons provide ess­ 
ential fluids and are a 
vital, staple food. The 
watermelon has earned its 
name well. 
This summer, like those 
hast and to come, Ameri­ 
cans will enjoy many cool 
slices of this universally 
cherished, 
thirst-quen­ 
ching fruit — especially on 
picnics. 
The United Fresh Fruit 
and Vegetable Association 
offers some important tips 
for watermelon shoppers

pieces and marshmallows 
or the marshmallow cream 
that comes in jars. Turn 
the fudge into an 8-or fL 
inoh-square pan and cool it 
slightly 
Mark off into 
about 2*inch squares and 
press an animal cracker 
over each square. Let the 
fudge cool completely and 


then cut through and 
remove.

Checking out air conditioners for the summer 


By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
Consumers trying to get 
a head start on beating the 
summer heat may find 
themselves caught in a 
maze of confusing terms 
and conflicting claims 
when shopping for an air 
condi tioner. 
How big a unit should 
you buy? Which one uses 
the least energy? How 
much will it cost to 
operate? 
Manufacturers generally 
suggest asking the dealer, 
who then checks a cooling 
guide. But consumers can 
do their own checking with 
the help of a free pamphlet 
from the National Bureau 
of Standards. 
Air conditioning cooling 
ability is measured by 
BTUs — British Thermal 
Units. This rating indicates 
the amount of heat an air 
conditioner will remove 
from a room each hour 
There is no firm rule tell­ 
ing you how many BTUs 
you will need for a par­ 
ticular area. 
In addition to room size, 
you have to take into ac­ 
count the place where you 
live, the amount of sun, the 
number of people who use 
the room, the location of 
the area to be cooled in 
relation to other air- 
conditioned rooms and the 
type of room involved. 
The Bureau of Standards 
booklet gives step-by-step 
directions on choosing an 
air conditioner. Charts ex­ 
plain how many BTUs to 
add or subtract for dif­ 
ferent factors. Here's how 
the system works:

Suppose you live in 
Dallas and want to cool a 
12-by-15’ kitchen-dining 
area. That’s 180 square 
feet of floor space. A chart 
in the booklet shows that 
the unadjusted amount of 
cooling needed for this 
area is 4.700 BTUs an hour. 
Next 
look 
at 
the 
“ climate factor” for 
Dallas. It ’s 1.05, in­ 
dicating that Dallas is 
warmer than average. 
Multiply the 4.700 by 1.05 to 
get 4.935 BTUs an hour. 
For every foot of wall 


that adjoins another cooled 
room, you subtract 30 
BTUs. Assume the 15-foot 
wall is next to the cooled 
room and subtract 450 
BTUs, bringing the amount 
of cooling you will need 
down to 4.485 BTUs an 
hour. 
How many people will 
use the room? If fewer 
than two will use it, sub­ 
tract 600. More than two? 
Add 600 BTUs for every ad­ 
ditional person 
In this 
case, since the kitchen 
probably will be used by 


only one person during 
peak cooking periods, sub­ 
tract the 600 BTUs. Final­ 
ly, since the room is a 
kitchen, add 4,000 BTUs. 
The total amount of cooling 
you need is 7,885 BTUs an 
hour so you should look for 
models providing between 
7.500 and 8,500 BTUs. 
Once you have decided 
what size air conditioner 
you want, you should com­ 
pare models to see which 
gives you the greatest 
amount of cooling for the 
least energy. 


Most manufacturers of 
room air conditioners par­ 
ticipate in a voluntary 
labeling program de­ 
veloped by the Bureau of 
Standards to provide a 
guide to energy efficiency. 
New labeling standards, 
required by law, are in the 
works, but will not be 
ready until next year. 
The existing labels — the 
ones you can expect to see 
this summer — use a con­ 
cept known as the Energy 
Efficiency Ratio or EER 
It tells how much cooling 


you get for every watt of 
electricity you use. The 
EER is obtained by 
dividing the number of 
BTUs by the number of 
watts. 
Suppose, for example, an 
air conditioner has a 
capacity of 6.000 BTU s and 
takes 820 watts to operate. 
The EER is 7.3. The higher 
the EER, the more ef­ 
ficient the model. 
The energy guide label 
developed by the Bureau of 
Standards includes the 
EER for the model in ques­ 


tion, as well as the number 
of BTUs and watts. It also 
includes the range of 
EERs for similar models. 
The bureau’s booklet on 
picking the best air con­ 
ditioner and determining 
approximate operating 
costs is called, “Energy’ 
Efficiency in Room Air 
Condi tioners. ’ 
It is 
available, free of charge, 
by writing Consumer 
Product Information 
Center, Pueblo, Colo.. 
81009

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For popularity in fresh 
salads and year-round 
availability, lettuce heads 
the list. Raw or cooked, in 
slices or in chunks, lettuce 
is a low-calorie favorite 
that's flowing to market in 
abundance in May. 
Like many of today's 
cultivated food plants, let­ 
tuce has its origins in the 
cultures that developed in 
the “ cradle of civiliza­ 
tio n ” in the eastern 
Mediterranean and Near 
East more than 2.500 years 
ago. Hippocrates had 
something good to say 


about its suppose medi 
clnal properties, while 
A risto tle 
praised 
it. 
Chaucer could well have 
been describing a good 
salad chef when he wrote 
in a prologue,’' well loved 
he garlic, onions and let­ 
tuce." 
Lettuce takes its name 
from the heavy milky juice 
that flows from the cut 
vein of a living plant The 
Latin name Lactuca sativa 
L. contains the root “ lac" 
meaning milk. The French 
and Spanish words for let­ 
tuce. “ laitue ' and “ lech- 


uga" are also very similar 
to the words for milk in 
these languages. 
Lettuce comes in many 
different forms of leaf and 
shape, texture, size and 
flavor. There are five basic 
types — crisphead or ice­ 
berg, butterhead, romaine 
or cos, leaf and stem let­ 
tuce. Mix them together 
for a salad erf surprising 
taste blends or use them 
separately where their 
characteristics are im­ 
portant. For Instance, the 
crisper varieties such as 
iceberg or romaine. be­ 


cause of their firm struc­ 
tu re, can be used in 
chunks. Bibb or Big Bos­ 
ton, the two major butter- 
head types, have soft, light 
green leaves with a more 
delicate texture. 
Whatever the type, let­ 
tuce is a perennial pop­ 
ularity winner in the gro­ 
cery store, with annual 
sales of more than four bil­ 
lion pounds, second only to 
potatoes. Per capita con­ 
sumption, according to the 
latest figures topped 21 
pounds. 
U S. Department of Agri­ 


culture grade standards 
are used in the wholesale 
trade, although lettuce is 
not marked with the grade 
when sold at retail. U.S. 
No. 1 lettuce must be 
fresh, green, without 
damage and well-trimmed 
and the technical stan­ 
dards are much more de­ 
tailed. Buyers, however, 
should lode for commonly- 
recognized signs of fresh­ 
ness. in this highly per­ 
ishable commodity, such 
as crispness, a good fright 
green color, and firmness 
in the crisphead varieties. 


Lettuce when shipped 
from farm to market must 
also meet good delivery 
standards under the 
Perishable 
Agricultural 
Commodities Act, ad­ 
m inistered by USDA's 
Agricultural Marketing 
Service. PACA standards 
set forth the percentages 
of dam age or decay 
allowable per lot, which 
are used in determining 
whether contract speci­ 
fications have been met. 
Lettuce should be used 
within a few days of pur­ 
chase and should be stored 


in the refrigerator or in a 
cooler until used. To 
p rep are le ttu ce fo r 
storage, rinse it tho­ 
roughly under running 
water, drain or spin it dry 
and wrap in a moist paper 
or cloth towel. 
Lettuce has definite nu­ 
tritional and dietary ad­ 
vantages. It's very low in 
calories — only about four 
calories per ounce. Its high 
cellulose content provides 
desirable roughage for di­

That means a green veil 
lies over the land and 
everyman feels a bit of 
hope in his heart So let’s 
celebrate with a spring 
feast 
Start off grandly with 
this menu which James 
Beard, food author and 
consultant, chose for his 
Easter dinner. Beard loves 
to eat and cook and appre­ 
ciates fine foods This is 
his gala springtime feast: 
Cold poached salmon 
with Easter egg garnish, 
roast spring lamb, fresh 
asparagus, baked stuffed 
tomatoes. Bibb lettuce 
salad. Lady Baltim ore 
cake, home-made straw­ 
berry ice cream, demi- 
tasse 
Another spring cele­ 
bration dinner to enliven 
the spirit is: 
Cream of watercress 
soup, cheese sticks, roast 
stuffed capon, new pota­ 
toes with parsley, tiny 
green peas, cold as­ 
paragus vinaigrette, lemon 
souffle, almond sauce, 
black coffee. 
Fresh asparagus is sure­ 
ly one of the most wel­ 
come of spring-time foods. 
Serve it hot or cold, but be 
sure you treat it gently 
Cook it slowly and never 
too long 
Lamb is a traditional 
spring dish. Now, how­ 
ever, turkey and ham have 
entered the springtime 
celebration. 
Here is another spring 
dinner you may choose 
Smoked Nova Scotia sal­ 
mon, baked Virgina ham 
with fruit garnish, corn- 
meal spoon bread, baby 
carrots, fresh green beans 
wiih chopped walnuts, 
fresh strawberry rhubarb 
cnsacross pie, cheese, cof­ 
fee. 
If you prefer veal be pre­ 
pared to spend more for it 
proportionately than for 
any other meat today. 
One of our favorite 
springtime turkey menus 
starts with: 
Prosciutto ham with 
fresh figs. roast young tur­ 
key, unstuffed, brown 
gravy, grapefruit con­ 
serve, whipped potato 
casserole with cheese topp­ 
ing, broiled cherry toma­ 
toes, asparagus beans, 
celery hearts, stuffed 
ohves, carrot sticks, scall­ 
ions, fresh pineapple ice 
cream, macaroons 
There is a false bit of ad­ 
vice around that needs 
correcting. People say you 
must cut down on the 
amount of food you eat when 
spring and early summer 
arrive. Quite wrong! When 
the weather grows milder, 
people become more ac­ 
tive, using more energy 
Therefore, the body needs 
more fue l — milk, eggs 
meat, fish, cheese, vege­ 
tables of maay kinds 
breads and cereals am 
fruits. Eat less heavy foods 
but you do need nutrients.

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Springtime strawberries ready to be purchased 


Strawberries — sweet, 
fragrant and juicy — make 
a good springtime buy as 
large quantities of the 
fresh fruit are now in the 
market. California pro­ 
duction is expected to be 11 
percent higher than last 
year’s Prices are drop­ 
ping during this peak har­ 
vest season, according to 
U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture marketing special­ 
ists. 
For all their apparent 
delicacy, strawberries are 
surprisingly hardy as 
plants and they grow in a 
wide range of climates. 
One variety is cultivated 
by Indians in Ecuador on 
10.000-foot mountain tops 
just south of the equator 
where the climate is cool 
and dry. Some varieties 
are grown in humid, sub­ 
tropical areas in Japan and 
Florida. Others are grown 
in norther latitudes where 
very severe winter condi­ 
tions prevail; in such clim ­ 
ates, the plants are pro­ 
tected by snow or artific­ 
ial mulching. 
Strawberries, in the rose 
family, have been treasur­ 
ed through the ages for 
their sweetness and fresh 
fla vo r. The Fren ch 
“ fraise" and Spanish 
“ fresa” refer to the sweet 
odor. The English name 
comes from the way the 
plant's runners spread or 
are “ strew n" over the 
ground. 
Strawberries, pleasing to 
the eye and the palate, 
were also once thought to 
be “ a surprising remedy 
for the jaundice of child­ 
ren” and were recom­ 
mended for “ bilious fev­ 
ers.” Today, strawberries 
are recognized as an ex­ 
cellent source of vitamin 
C, a cup providing almost 
twice the recommended 
dietary allowance Fresh, 
uncooked 
strawberries 
rate a calorie count of 55 
per cup (about 5 Mi ounces ». 
Although strawberries 
are grown in every state of 
the union, California, Ore­ 
gon and Washington pro­ 
duce most of the berries 
and California most of the 
tresh berries. The average 
yield per acre in Califor­ 
nia comes out to about 20 
tons, and it's all hand-pick­ 
ed. on 10,000 production 
acres Many large grow­ 
ers do. however use plant­ 
ing machines that set the 
plants at the proper depth 
and distance apart. 
Since 1920, research in 
federal and state agricul­ 
tural experiment stations 
has helped produce straw­ 
berry varieties of better 
size, color, flavor, produc­ 
tiveness and disease re­ 
sistance 
S tra w b e rrie s 
are 
inspected and graded by 
growers and shippers ac 
cording to U. S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture stand 
ards of quality, based on 
standards of color, size, 
shape, maturity and num 
her of defects. Shoppers 
should look for fruit with a 
full red color and a bright 
luster, firm flesh and the 
cap stem still attached 
Medium or small berries 
usually taste better than 
the oversize ones. Watch 
out for mold, which can 
spread rapidly from one 
berry to another 
Here are some other 
strawberry-buying tips 
— Buy only what you 
need—never buy more than 
you can properly refriger 
ale and/or freeze 
— Watch out for deter 
location — the strawberry 
is particularly susceptible 
io injury, and once punc­ 
tured, crushed or exposed 
loo long to heat, the qua! 
it} and flavor decline rap­ 
idly 
— Appearance isn’t 
everything — select your 
fruit for best eating qual 
ity rather than on outer ap­ 
pearance alone. 
— Buy in season — qual 
ity is usually higher and 
prices more reasonable 
when you buy fruit in sea­ 
son 
Frozen strawberries 
may also be available 
whole, in halves or in 
slices They are generally 
'Weetened with sugar. The 
dry sugar mixed with the 
berries before they are fro­ 
zen forms a syrup when it 
blends with the natural 
strawberry juices 
Some 
whole strawberries are 
; frozen with added sweet 
soar. 
Some frozen strswber 
ries are individually quick 
frozen in see-through bags 
so that part of the package 
may he used and the rest 
kept frozen ( noose only 
packages that are frozen

Fresh strawberries are 
very popular with cream 
and sugar, on breakfast 
cereals or after dinner, in 
homemade jams, in salads 
or in desserts. Here are a 
couple of suggestions for 
using one of Mother Na­ 
tures finest creations; 


UNCOOKED 
STRAW BERRY JAM 
Try this simple, uncook­ 
ed jam for a year-round 
topping. The jam can be 
stored in the refrigerator 
or freezer. It is a delicious 
ice cream or dessert sauce, 
3 cups crushed 
strawberries (takes 
about m quarts) 
5 cups sugar 


1 package powdered

just celebrated his 23rd birthday Sun­ 
day “I hit two balls pretty well but 
the third one was just lucky 
Rhoden got the Dodgers on the 
scoreboard in the fifth inning when 
he belted a Jack Billingham pitch 
into right field for a double to score 
Steve Yeager, who walked and 
advanced to second on Steve Auer­ 
bach's sacrifice bunt. 
l/Os Angeles broke it open in the 
sixth when Joe Ferguson belted a 
three-run homer after Steve Garvey 
doubled and Ron Cey walked to make 
it 4-0 and give Rhoden a cushion 
Rhoden opened the seventh with a 
single off of reliever Pedro Borbon 
The hit led to the fifth run when Gar 
vey singled to bring Bill Russell 
home Rhoden added another hit in 
the ninth 


On the mound, Rhoden allowed 
four walks and struck out three. 
Cincinnatti’s wily hits were singles 
by Pete Rose in the first. George 
Foster in the fourth and Tony Perez 
in the sixth.

The taunt cam e from 
Butch Lewis, a 28-year-old 
son of a Philadelphia used 
car dealer, who says he got 
up earlier, pestered more 
people and hustled harder 
than King to break what 
had become his seeming 
total control over Ali’s 
fights 
King, 
the ex-convict 
from Cleveland, became 
boxing’s most important 
matchmaker after setting 


up the $10 million bout in 
which Ali took George 
Foreman s title in 1974. He 
then put together Ali s 
biggest fights, 
including 
the 15 rounds in which the 
champion masqueraded as 
a fat man last month 
against Jimmy Young. 
Lewis, now a vice presi­ 
dent of Top Rank, Inc., one 
of the co-promoters of Ali s 
title defense here next 
Tuesday against Richard 
Dunn of England and the 
projected Sept. 27 fight in 
New York against Ken 
Norton, said he was able to 
get Ali because “ Don 
never really considered me 
competition. 
“ D o n , ” 
he 
s a i d , 
“ b e l i e v e d 
h is 
own 
publicity, that is that he 


was the man who con­ 
trolled Ali’s fights. The 
white prom oters bought 
King’s Une. but I knew that 
only Herbert Muhammad. 
Ali’ manager, made the 
decisions 
I caught King 
s l e e p i n g an d f e e l i n g 
secure, ” 
Lewis said that he had 
met German businessmen 
in K in sh asa when he 
travelled there with his 
friend Joe Frazier to watch 
the A li-Forem an fight. 
They talked about their 
in terests in putting up 
money for a championship 
in Germany, and when con­ 
tact was re-established a 
year later, Lewis took the 
proposition to Ali, corner­ 
ing him in an airport. 
He sent me to Herbert, 


and I spoke to that man cm 
the telephone every day, 
and every day he’d say, 
‘No way.’

Eventually Ali had a 
contract of $16 million to 
take Dunn. I’m not bragg­ 
ing, but I just worked 
harder than Don King."

Petty looking for a change of luck 
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R IV E R S ID E - King 
Richard. Is he a legend or a 
myth? 
Even Richard Petty, 
NASCAR's all-time racing 
great. Is wondering about 
his current losing streak as 
he prepares for the River­ 
side 400 Winston Cup 
Grand National June 13 at 
Riverside International 
Raceway. 
At this time one year ago 
Petty could look back m i 
five victories, including 
the Daytona 500 and 
Atlanta 500, and look for­ 
ward to what became a 
history-making assault on 


the season point champion­ 
ship. 
His victory in the River­ 
side Tuborg 400 came dur­ 
ing the most incredible 
performance in stock car 
racing history It was the 
second in an 11-race series 
from May 25 through Sept. 
21 in which he completed 
all but one of the 3,188 
scheduled racing laps 
Petty racked up six wins 
and five second-place 
finishes in that spree to 
turn the NASCAR Winston 
Cup point race into a rout. 
It’s a far different story 
for Petty in 1975 Since his 


spectacular crashing finish 
in the Daytona 500, which 
handed the win to David 
Pearson and left Petty 
parked 100 feet from the 
finish line. King Richard’s 
STP Dodge has won only 
once Aside from his vic­ 
tory in the Carolina 500 at 
Rockingham. N.C., Petty 
has finished second three 
times and fourth twice, 
Untypieally. Petty has 
failed to finish five times 
in 10 races this year. 
"We ain’t doin’ nothin’ 
different from what we 
was last year.” Petty said. 
" It’s sort of hard to figure 


out. It ain’t nothin- to panic 
about. We win our share " 
Observers claim that 
Petty was hard hit by the 
new NASCAR engine 
restrictions, 
instituted 
after the Daytona 500 in the 
interest of increasing com­ 
petition. 
The effect of the rule has 
been to hand most of the 
super speedway races to 
David Pearson (Mercury)

H obbs thinks a 
true cham pion 
tries everything 


INDIANAPOLIS (API — David Hobbs prefers road 
races to closed-course events such as the Indianapolis 500, 
hut he feels the true world champion driver must try 
everything. 
“ I find road racing more of a thrill.’’ the Formula 
driver from Upper Boddington England, said 
"But I guess all racers like to try everything The 
perfect world champion should do three U.S. Auto Club 
championship races, three NASCAR stock car races, 
three Formula I races, three long distance sports car 
races and maybe a sprint car race on dirt. ” 
Hobbs. 36. began racing in 1959 and turned professional 
in 1965 in Formula II cars He drove a Lola for John 
Surtees in 1966 and competed m his first Formula I race in 
Italy and ran at LeMans. 
The difference between road and oval racing is 
dramatic, be said. 
"Here, there is only one line—the right line, 
Hobbs 
said. “ The key to driving fast here is smoothness You 
have to go up absolutely to the wall and turn absolutely at 
the right place and be as close to the wall as possible on 
the way out. 
"You must use the maximum amount of track. You can 
deviate, but you'll lose time—or wheels 
"In road racing, you won’t have as sharp comers, but 
vou can put a wheel over the edge of the road and it won t 
be the end of the world if you do that here, you’re into the 
wall.” 
There is a lot more freedom on the road course, he 
said. 
"Here, you can come three feet away from the wall In­ 
stead of one foot, but you’ll lose six or seven miles per 
hour. You can’t come rushing up to the corner and fling it 
around at the last second You have to ease it around 
Hobbs has driven in three previous Indianapolis races, 
the last m 1974 when he started ninth and finished fifth 
This year he is driving a McLaren-Offenhauser for the 
Walther team of Dayton, Ohio. He missed a chance to 
qualify last weekend due to a clutch problem 
"If you have the opportunity to come to Indianapolis 
it’s worthwhile to do so,” Hobbs said “ It s another notch 
on your gun 
Obviously, if you win it’s a great 
achievement.” 
Hobbs admits one big lure in driving at Indianapolis is 
the money The total purse in the May 30 race will top fl 
million for the seventh straight year, and the winner will 
take home close to one fourth of that. 
“ But 1 could never make a career racing ovals all the 
time,” the British driver said 
"Road racing takes more skill,” he said, “ but ova! 
racers would disagree entirely. However road racers 
who have come here have done better than oval track 
racers who try road courses
